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HIS  WORSHIP  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS, 
LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  twentieth  Annual  Report  since 
the  inception  of  the  scheiae  of  Divisional  Health  Administration, 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  V/est  Riding  County  Council' 
local  health  services,  and  v;ith  the  amalgamation  of  the  former  Todmor- 
den  and  Brighouse  divisions  he  now  has  similar  functions  and  respons¬ 
ibilities  in  respect  of  the  other  seven  districts  in  the  enlarged 
division,  which  includes  all  the  County  area  served  by  the  Halifax 
Hospitals, 

The  birth  rate  remained  almost  stationary  at  15 a  3  thousand 

population  which  is  quite  a  high  level  for  the  Calder  Valley  although 
low  as  compared  with  the  rest  of  the  country.  For  the  past  three 
years,  in  fact,  births  have  slightly  exceeded  deaths  in  the  Borough, 
but  nevertheless  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population 
has  continued  to  fall  at  an  alarming  rate.  In  the  five  years  since 
the  1961  census  he  considers  that  the  population  has  decreased  by 
1,088  which  represents  and  it  would  appear  that  most  of  this  is 
due  to  migration  out  of  the  district. 

The  death  rate  has  been  consistently  over  15  por  thousand  for  some 
years  and  this  gives  some  indication  of  the  high  proportion  of  old 
people  in  the  community.  The  causes  of  death  are  predominantly  those 
associated  with  old  age,  the  commonest  being  heart  disease  (141), 
cancer  (37)  and  bronchitis  (18).  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  usually 
regarded  as  ain  index  of  the  standard  of  care  received  by  mothers  and 
young  children  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  this  figure  is 
vrell  below  average  for  the  third  successive  year.  Measles  was  the 
most  prevalent  infectious  disease  in  19o^g  200  cases  being  notified. 
Although  there  were  no  deaths  or  serious  complications  locally, 
measles  can  be  dangerous  to  children  who  are  below  pa,r  and  now  that 
effective  vaccines  have  been  developed  there  is  a  strong  case  for 
offering  this  protection  on  at  least  a  selective  basis.  At  present, 
measles  vaccine  is  only  available  through  the  Executive  Council ‘-3 
service  at  the  discretion  of  general  practitioners. 

Although  43  notifications  of  dysentery  vrere  received,  only  12  v:ere 
confirmed  bacteriologically.  The  early  notification  and  investigation 
of  cases  produces  much  more  work  for  the  health  department  but  it  has 
enabled  us  to  prevent  this  infection  spreading  and  assuming  epidemic 
proportions  as  it  has  done  in  previous  years . 


As  recently  as  10  years  agOp  20  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  not¬ 
ified  in  Todmorden  each  year  and  the  Calder  Valley  was  regarded  as 
one  of  the  ”black  spots”  in  the  County  in  this  re spec t«  The  improve- 
Bient  of  housing  conditions^  the  control  of  milk  supplies  and  the 
availability  of  hospital  treatment  have  helped  to  eliminate  the 
spread  of  infection  and  in  1966  only  2  cases  were  notified,  the 
smallest  number  on  record.  Annual  skin  tests  have  been  carried  out 
for  the  past  4  years  on  school  children  in  this  Division  of  the 
County  and  these,  too,  have  shown  a  very  marked  reduction  in  the 
prevalence  of  tuberculous  infection,  especially  in  children  born 
since  1957  who  have  not  been  exposed  to  infected  milk. 

The  routine  sampling  of  milk  and  water  supplies  in  the  Borough 
continued  throughout  the  year.  The  standard  of  milk  being  retailed 
was  generally  satisfactory  and  of  98  samples  of  untreated  milk  only 
two  gave  positive  cultures  for  Brucella  organisms;  in  both  cases 
the  producers  co-operated  in  isolating  and  disposing  of  the  infected 
cows  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any  notices  requiring  milk  to 
be  subjected  to  heat  treatment.  Private  water  supplies,  on  the  other 
hand,  continued  to  cause  concern,  one  in  three  showing  evident  of 
bacterial  pollution  and  one  in  seven  containing  excessive  amounts  of 
lead.  In  all  cases  the  owners  were  advised  and  remedial  action  was 
taJcen,  No  cases  of  lead  poisoning  have  been  reported  in  the 
Borough  for  many  years  but  the  lead  content  of  some  upland  supplies, 
especially  in  the  Walsden  area,  has  been  found  to  be  exceptionally 
high  and  constant  vigilance  will  be  required.  Unfortunately  most 
of  the  affected  properties  are  remote  and  too  high  to  be  served  by 
the  public  supply,  so  there  is  no  alternative  but  to  neutralise  the 
natural  acidity  of  the  water  and  to  replace  the  lead  service  pipes. 

There  is  still  no  public  swimming  pool  in  Todmorden  with  the 
result  that  a  small  pool  in  one  of  the  local  schools  is  in  constant 
demand.  When  routine  samples  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory,  I 
found  that  the  chlorination  plant  was  not  working  and  I  had  to 
recommend  that  the  pool  be  closed  until  the  water  was  effectively 
treated.  Subsequent  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  plant 
showed  that  it  was  capable  of  maintaining  an  adequate  chlorine  level 
in  the  ’water  despite  intensive  use. 

The  Council  is  making  steady  progress  with  its  programme  for 
smoke  control  in  the  Borough,  In  1966,  the  fourth  order  became 
operative  and  the  fifth  order  was  confirmed,  so  that  one  third  of 
our  houses  are  now  in  Smoke  Control  Areas,  There  has  been  a  gradual 
decline  in  the  amount  of  smoke  recorded  year  by  year  since  the 
inception  of  the  programme,  but  this  year  there  has  also  been  a  very- 
marked  fall  in  the  degree  of  sulphur  pollution  as  measured  at  the 
Health  Department,  If  this  improvement  can.  be  maintained,  it  should 
have  a  very  noticeable  effect  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  and 
it  should  stimulate  efforts  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  town. 

During  the  year,  a  further  106  houses  were  represented  as  unfit 
and  70  were  demolished.  Once  again  only  a  small  proportion  of  the 
displaced  families  were  rehoused  by  the  Council,  which  seems  to 
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indicate  that  many  people  prefer  another  sub-standard  house  at  a  low 
rent  rather  than  going  into  a  council  house.  The  improvement  of 
sound  houses  of  the  older  type  proceeds  smoothly ^  100  schemes  being 
approved  and  90  being  completed.  The  Council  gives  every  encourage¬ 
ment  to  owners  wishing  to  modernise  their  property  and  it  is  dis¬ 
appointing  that  so  many  have  failed  to  take  advantage  of  the  grants 
which  are  available . 

In  the  1961  Census  5  1873  houses  in  Todmorden  did  not  have  an 
inside  toilet j  but  improvements  and  clearance  should  now  have  reduced 
this  number  to  less  than  1000  so  that  even  vrith  the  present  rate  of 
progress^  almost  every  house  could  have  this  amenity  within  ten  years. 
There  are  still,  however,  over  2000  houses,  almost  one  house  in  three, 
without  a  fixed  bath  and  I  would  urge  that  every  possible  effort  be 
made  to  encourage,  or  even  enforce,  improvements  to  ensure  that  every 
house  which  is  not  on  the  programme  for  clearance  is  provided  with  the 
basic  amenities.  < 

The  chiropody  service  which  was  inaugurated  by  the  Todmorden  Needy 
Sick  Fund,  continued  as  a  County  Council  service  and  was  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated,  In  the  course  of  the  year,  485  patients  received  2798  treat¬ 
ments  at  the  clinic  or  in  the  chiropodists*  surgeries,  and  a  further 
207  patients  who  could  not  attend  received  917  treatments  at  home. 

In  conclusion,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  may  I  thank  you  for  your 
kindness,  patience,  and  co-operation,  I  also  wish  to  express  my  deep 
appreciation  of  the  consistently  loyal  and  energetic  work  of  the 
staff  of  this  Department.

GENERAL  PROITISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

A.  HOSPITALS 

There  is  no  General  Hospital  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden, 

Patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a  rule  to 
hospitals  under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  (National  Health  Ser\’-ic©)»  Included  in  this  group  are 
the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary,  St,  John's 
Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic-  sick),  Northowram  Hall  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  Todmorden  Fielden  Hospital  (for  long  stay  medical 
cases  in  children)  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  Yiev  Hospital  (for  mentally 
sub-normal  patients). 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital, 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child  and  mothers  with  iinsatisfactory  nome  conditions. 

Special  Hospitals  (e,g<,  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Orthopaedic 
Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanitoria  etc,)  outside  the  Halifax  area  ar® 
available  when  required.  They  are  situated  in  various  parts  of  the 
so-called  ’’Leeds  Hospital  Region”  which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three 
Ridings . 

B,  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  West  Riding  County  Council  maintain  an  Ambulance  Depot  at 
Stansfield  Road,  Todmorden,  with  an  establishment  at  the  end  of  15'b6 
of  a  Station  Officer,  sixteen  full-time  Driver-Attendants,  a  Clerk/ 
Telephonist,  and  five  vehicles.  The  area  served  covers  Todmorden 
Borough,  part  of  Hebden  Royd  U,D,  area  and  the  Hepton  Rural  District, 


C,  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at 
laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford,  and  by  the  Regional  Blood 
Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds,  Then®  are  also  facilities  for  the 
examination  of  clinical  specimans,  including  cervical  smears,  a.t  t

D,  ISSUE  OF  ANTI-TQIIN  ETC , 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  an.d  tetanus  anti-tcxin  are  available  at 
the  Ncrthowram  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for  issue  to 
medical  practitioners  requiring  them,  arrangement  with,  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies  of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also  kept 
at  the  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  use  of  local  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  in  the  Division.  A  supplv  of  reagents  for  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also  available  free  of  charge  to  pri¬ 
vate  practitioners  who  have  undertaken,  to  participate  in  the  West 
Riding  County  Council's  scheme  of  immimisatlon.  Poliomyelitis 
vaccine  is  also  issued  in  accordance  with  the  approved  arrangements ,

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough,  The  swimming 
bath  situated  at  Shade  School,  Rochdale  Road,  Todmorden,  is  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  school  children,  Technical  School  Students  and  members 
of  Todmorden  Swimming  Club, 

The  source  of  water  used  for  filling  the  bath  is  from  the  Calder- 
dale  Water  Board  Public  Supply.  Frequent  emptying  and  filling  of  the 
bath  is  unnecessary  as  the  water  is  continually  filtered,  areated  and 
chlorinated. 

Examinations  for  the  free  chlorine  content  of  the  water  are 
carried  out  by  the  bath  attendant  and  samples  of  the  water  are  taken 
periodically  for  bacteriological  examination.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  a  Dennis  18/25  cubic 
yard  Paxit  III  Continuous  Loading  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle j  and  up  to 
June  by  a  Dennis  7  cubic  yard  Refuse  Vehicle  (Side  Loader).  This  was 
replaced  by  a  Karrier  Bantam  Dual  Tip  Junior  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle 
with  Double  Cab,  which  was  put  into  service  on  the  22nd  June,  1966. 

Both  vehicles  are  used  full  time  on  the  work,  providing  a  weekly  collec 
tion  in  the  Borough  except  for  certain  outlying  districts  where  a  fort¬ 
nightly  collection  is  made , 

The  collection  of  nlghtsoil  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation 
Gully  emptying  machine  wnich  has  been  adapted  for  the  purpose,  the 
contents  of  the  tank  being  discharged  down  a  manhole  situated  on  the 
main  sewer  some  distance  from  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 

The  Dennis  Refuse  Vehicle  will  now  be  used  as  a  standby  vehicle 
and  will  be  used  for  the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  market,  for  the 
collection  of  lar*ge  items  of  household  refuse  which  cannot  be  collected 
during  the  weekly  routine  collection,  and  for  clearing  up  refuse  which 
has  been  deposited  at  various  points  on  the  moorlands  etc.. 

All  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Woodhouse  Tip  by  "Controlled 
Tipping"  and  is  carried  out  by  the  driver  of  a  Fordson  Major  Diesel 
Tractor  fitted  with  "Muledozer  Blade"  and  "Cameron  Gardner  Rear  Loader" 
A  Johnson  "Twin/65  Model  3  Dumper"  with  a  standard  skip  is  used  to 
transport  material  for  covering  over  the  deposited  bays  of  refuse. 

Tipping  on  the  old  tip  at  Woodhouse  to  level  up  the  site  in  prep¬ 
aration  for  the  proposed  football  pitch  was  completed  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year  and  tipping  was  then  re-started  on  the  tip  at  Causey 
Wood.  » 

Demonstrations  were  given  on  Woodhouse  Tip  during  the  year  by  the 
manufacturers  of  various  types  of  loading  shovels  v/ith  a  view  to  the 
replacement  during  1967  of  the  Fordson  Major  Tractor  which  has  been  in 
service  since  195S, 

The  income  from  the  charges  made  for  tipping  "other  refuse"  on  the 
tip  during  the  year  was  £176,  compared  with  £71 »  for  the  previous  year. 

Salvage  recovery  also  takes  place  at  Woodhouse  and  comprises  the 
collection,  and  where  necessary  the  sorting  from  refuse  of  various 
materials  such  as  waste  paper,  scrap  metals,  rags.  etc. .

A  poultry  packing  station  was  inspected  during  the  year  in  company 
with  an  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  inspections  of  the 
poultry  at  the  two  packing  stations  in  the  Borough  are  now  being  made 
regularly  and  on  the  lines  indicated  in  Circular  22/6l  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  The  number  of  birds  inspected  from  the  commencement  of  in¬ 
spections  in  October  to  the  end  of  the  year  comprised  1349  turkeys  and 
1113  chickens  or  hens.  The  birds  condemned  as  unfit  comprised  7  turkeys 
and  5  hens. 

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough, 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act.  1958 

6  renewal  licences  were  issued  to  persons  to  act  as  slaughtermen 
under  the  above  act. 

All  the  licences  enable  the  slaughtermen  concerned  to  slaughter

During  the  year  11  smoke  observations  each  of  30  minutes  duration 
and  4  of  60  minutes  duration  were  made  of  factory  chimneys  in  various 
parts  of  the  Borough,  All  the  observations  were  taken  informally  with 
the  aid  of  a  "Telesmoke”  and  "Kicroringelmann"  Shade  Card, 

In  10  cases  the  amount  of  smoke  emitted  did  not  contravene  the 
Regulations,  In  5  cases  the  amount  of  smoke  emitted  did  contravene 
the  Regulations  and  in  all  cases  visits  were  made  to  the  factories 
concerned,  the  boiler  house  plant  inspected  and  informal  notice  was 
served  on  the  owners  requiring  immediate  steps  to  be  taken  to  prevent 
a  re -occurence  A 

There  was  no  nuisance  during  the  year  from  the  colliery  spoil 
bank  which  is  situated  on  the  Borough  boundary  between  Todmorden  and 
Bacup.

Sulphur  Dioxide 
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A  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  Volumetric  Apparatus  is  installed  at 
the  Medical  Centre,  and  daily  readings  therefrom  have  been  taken 
throughout  the  year.  The  machine  records  the  amount  of  soot  or  sus¬ 
pended  matter  in  the  atmosphere  and  also  the  concentration  of  sulphur 
dioxide.  Weather  details  such  as  the  strength  and  direction  of  the 
wind,  cloud  coverage,  general  weather  conditions  and  temperatures  are 
noted  at  the  samje  time. 

At  the  end  of  each  month  records  of  the  readings  obtained  from 
the  instrument  are  sent  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  who  have  undertaken  a  National  Survey  on  Air  Pollution,  and 
these  records,  together  with  those  from  other  authorities  are  circu¬ 
lated  to  participating  authorities  each  month. 

Details  of  the  records  obtained  by  the  apparatus,  the  site  and 
installation  of  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Department  of  Scien¬ 
tific  and  Industrial  Research,  are  set  out  in  the  following  table

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  as  the  weather  grows  colder 
the  concentrations  of  both  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  increase .  On 
one  day  in  January  the  smoke  exceeded  1,000  aicrogranimes  per  cubic 
metre  and  this  is  classified  as  being  a  highly  polluted  day. 
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Analysis  of  the  results  taken  since  the  apparatus  was  installed 
in  1961  shows  that  the  overall  level  of  pollution  is  gradually  de¬ 
creasing*  The  yearly  average  and  percentage  increase  or  decrease  are 
set  out  in  the  table  below.  The  figures  in  column  one  and  two  give 
the  yearly  averages  of  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  whilst  the  .figures 
in  columns  three  and  four  give  the  percentage  increase  or  decrease 
over  the  previous  year. 

The  figures  in  columns  five  and  six  give  the  decrease  of  Smoke 
and  Sulphur  Dioxide  since  19^1.

DOMESTIC  SKOKE 

The  Borough  of  Todmorden  (No.  4)  Smoke  Control  Order,  19^5  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  September,  19^6, 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  majority  of  the  works  of 
adaptation  or  replacement  of  ap'.pliances  were  done  following  the  service 
of  informal  notice,  and  it  was  only  found  necessary  to  serve  statutory 
notices  on  the  owners  of  26  dwellings.  This  was  done  solely  to  prevent 
the  forfeit  of  grant,  due  to  delay  in  the  delivery  of  appliances.  In- 
no  instance  was  it  found  necessary  for  the  work  to  be  done  by  the 
local  authority  in  default  of  the  owner.

In  viev/  of  the  replies  which  were  received  from  the  fuel  producers 
and  suppliers  regarding  fuel  supplies  for  the  (No.  4)  Smoke  Control 
Order  and  the  letter  dated  24th  September,  V)^'^  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  regarding  supplies  of  open  grate  fuels 
it  was  assumed  that  adequate  supplies  of  all  types  of  open  grate  fuel 
would  be  available  and  that  house-holders  vrauld,  as  a  consequence, 
have  the  option  of  installing  or  adapting  any  of  the  following 
appliances 


(a)  adapting  an  improved  open  grate  to  burn  solid  smokeless 
fuel; 

(b)  replacing  a  coal  burning  grate  by  an  improved  open  grate; 

(c)  replacing  a  coal  burning  grate  by  an  under  floor  draught 
open  fire,  fan  assisted  fire,  e3.ectric  storage  heater,  or 
solid  fuel,  gas  or  oil  room  heater; 

(d)  replacing  an  improved  open  grate  by  any  of  the  appliances 
listed  in  (c)  above. 

In  view  of  the  wide  variation  in  the  cost  of  installing  the 
different  types  of  appliance,  it  was  not  possible  to  forecast  pre¬ 
cisely  the  total  costs  that  could  be  involved.  With  this  in  mind, 
therefore,  and  in  order  to  arrive  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  total 
estimated  costs  without  undue  delay,  a  postal  survey  was  carried  out, 
and  questionnaires  sent  to  all  house-holders  requesting  information 
as  to  the  type  of  existing  appliances,  the  fuel  used,  the  provision 
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of  inimersion  heaters ,  back  boilers  and  gas  supply ^  and  the  type  of 
appliance  that  would  be  preferred  as  a  replacement. 

With  regard  to  the  Council  houses  on  the  Hallroyd  Estate,  the 
tenants  had  the  option  of  having  the  existing  improved  open  fire  re¬ 
placed  by  a  fan-assisted  open  fire,  gas,  solid  fuel  or  oil  room  heater, 
and  claiming  grant  for  so  doing,  or  alternatively  retaining  the  exist- 
ting  improved  open  grate  and  burning  the  premium  solid  smokeless  fuel 
which  will  be  available.  Those  tenants  who  chose  to  change  the  exist¬ 
ing  improved  open  grate  were  permitted  to  do  so  on  the  understanding 
that  in  the  event  of  vacation  the  appliance  on  which  grant  had  been 
paid  was  to  be  left  undisturbed  for  the  use  of  future  tenants. 

Of  the  319  questionnaires  sent  out  to  private  house-holders,  204 
were  returned  within  the  time  specified  and  of  the  77  sent  to  tenants 
of  Council  houses  42  were  returned  within  the  specified  time,  and 
from  an  analysis  of  these  the  total  number  of  appliances  and  costs 
for  the  whole  area  were  calculated,

Immediately  following  the  confirmation  of  the  Order  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  van  from  the  National  Coal  Board  and  a  team  of  demonstrators 
from  the  Coal  Utilization  Council  toured  the  Area  and  interviewed 
house -holders ,  and  as  a  consequence  estimates  for  works  of  adaptation 
or  conversion  were  submitted  for  approval  at  an  early  stage  and 
continued  to  the  end  of  the  year.

132  persons  comprising  47  families  were  displaced  from  houses  in 
Clearance  Areas  and  14  persdns'  comprising  4  families  were  displaced 
from  houses  to  be  Closed  during  the  year.  The  number  of  families 
re-housed  during  the  year  into  Council  owned  dwellings  from  Clearance 
Areas  was  26. 

In  addition  to  the  houses  dealt  with  as  Clearance  Areas  etc,  as 
previously  mentioned,  15  houses  were  inspected  and  various  defects 
were  found  such  as  leaking  roofs,  defective  plasterwork,  dampness  etc, 
and  owners  were  requested  by  informal  notices  to  carry  out  the  necess¬ 
ary  repairs.  Repairs  were  carried  out  during  the  year  to  15  houses. 

Improvement  Grants  and  Standard  Grants 

Applications  and  inquiries  for  Improvement  Grants  continued  to 
be  made  throughout  the  year,  and  11  houses  were  inspected  for  this 
purpose. 

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  made  the  Standard  Grant 
obligatory  on  all  Local  Authorities  subject  to  the  installation  of  the 
following  five  amenities :- 

(1)  Fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a  bathroom 

(2)  Wash-hand  basin 

(3)  Hot  water  supply 

(4)  Water  closet  in  or  contiguous  to  the  dwelling 

(5)  Satisfactory  facilities  for  the  storage  of  food 

At  the  end  of  the  year  89  dwellings  were  inspected  in  connection 
with  applications  or  inquiries  for  Standard  Grants.
